To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Buckingham  Rural 
District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1969. 

The  previous  year’s  trends  continue  and  there  is 
little  change  to  report.  The  longevity  of  local  inhab- 
itants remains  remarkably  high  despite  the  increasing 
number  of  risks  and  hazards  being  faced.  Some  of 
these  hazards  require  control  by  society  as  a whole, 
and  gradually  the  public  is  becoming  more  aware  of 
them.  For  example,  environmental  pollution  of  many 
types  and  its  detrimental  effect  on  health  is  becoming 
clearer  and  will  call  for  action.  But  there  are  some 
hazards  that  are  under  individual  control  and  yet  many 
fail  to  take  the  necessary  action.  I refer  especially  to 
cigarette  smoking  and  obesity.  If  tobacco  and  sugar 
had  had  to  be  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Safety  of  Drugs  before  their  introduction  to  this 
country,  both  would  have  failed  to  receive  approval. 

In  the  past  this  rural  district  has  been  relatively 
free  of  the  major  problems  to  health  brought  by 
industry  and  its  attendant  form  of  civilisation.  We 
now  realise  that  the  farming  industry  carries  risks 
both  peculiar  to  itself  and  having  an  effect  on  the  rest 
of  the  population.  Intensive  rearing  of  livestock,  and 
increasing  land  productivity  involve  techniques  that

need  careful  scrutiny  for  long-term  effects.  We  must 
be  careful  that  farming  is  not  in  a position  similar 
to  that  at  the  beginning  of  the  Industrial  Revolution, 
when  great  strides  were  made  in  techniques  and 
productivity.  We  are  still  paying  for  the  mistakes 
incurred  in  the  19th  Century.

{b)  The  total  amount  of  water  pumped  from  Foscote  Pump- 
ing Station  during  1969  was  752,599,000  gallons,  giving 
an  average  of  2.06  million  gallons  per  day. 

At  this  station  raw  water  is  pumped  from  the  River 
Ouse  to  the  Foscote  raw  water  storage  reservoir  from 
where  it  gravitates  to  the  treatment  plant.  Treatment 
consists  of  super-chlorination,  coagulation  with  chlorin- 
ated copperas  and  slate  dust,  filtration  firstly  through 
rapid  gravity  sand  filters  and  then  through  activated 
carbon  filters  for  taste  removal,  and  finally  re-chlorinated 
before  pumping  into  supply.

2,  Rivers  and  Streams 

Maintenance  and  cleaning  of  ditches  in  several 

villages,  which  are  polluted  by  sewage  effluent,  con- 
tinued as  in  previous  years,  in  order  to  keep  nuisance 
to  a minimum. 

Work  was  carried  out  during  the  year  by  the  Internal 
Drainage  Board  in  the  cleaning  out  of  various  water- 
courses. 

Complaints  were  received  during  the  year  regarding 
flooding  which  occurred  in  North  End  Road,  Steeple 
Claydon  and  the  likelihood  of  the  situation  being 
aggravated  by  new  housing  development  currently 

taking  place.  The  Council  agreed  to  clean  out  and 
re-grade  a section  of  watercourse  from  North  End 
Road  to  the  main  river.  The  work  was  carried  out 
during  the  year.  The  Council  also  agreed  to  lay  a 
surface  water  sewer  in  the  North  End  area  across  the 
Recreation  Field  to  provide  for  the  run  off*  of  surface 
water  from  roofs  and  estate  roads  from  the  North  Hill 
Development.  It  is  hoped  that  this  work  will  be  carried 
out  in  the  Spring  of  1970. 

The  views  of  the  Engineer  of  the  Great  Ouse  River 
Authority  were  obtained  regarding  the  conditions  and 
possible  causes  of  flooding  at  Thornborough.  The 
Engineer  intimated  that  the  operation  or  non-operation 
of  the  mill  sluices  would  have  no  effect  on  flood  water 
levels  in  Thornborough  village,  and  also  stated  that  in 
his  opinion  the  improvement  of  the  brook  through  the 
village  would  not  be  practicable  or  economic.  The 
improvement  of  one  or  two  bridges  or  culverts  would 
produce  local  improvement,  but  any  large  scale  dredg- 
ing works  where  practicable  would  rapidly  be  nullified 
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by  siltation.  It  is  perhaps  not  fully  appreciated  that 
maximum  flood  flows  are  many  times  the  capacity  of 
the  actual  watercourse,  especially  on  a relatively  steep 
catchment  such  as  Thornborough. 

The  County  Council  undertook  the  rebuilding  of  the 
culvert  in  Bridge  Street  during  the  year,  by  replacing  the 
barrel  type  culvert  with  a box  type.

During  the  year  breakdowns  occurred  in  one  of  the 
motors  at  Marsh  Gibbon  and  also  at  Thornborough 
Pumping  Station.  In  both  cases  the  motors  had  to  be 
removed  and  repaired  by  outside  contractors.  The 
Thornborough  failure  resulted  in  the  burning  out  of 
the  motor  on  two  occasions  within  a period  of  two 
months.  It  was  thought  that  the  main  cause  was  due 
to  breakdown  in  some  of  the  condensers  of  the  capac- 
itor. 

Westbwy,  Shalstone  and  Preston  Bissett  Schemes 

The  whole  of  the  works  in  this  contract  was  completed 
early  in  1969.  The  works  at  Westbury  were  officially 
opened  by  Rev.  W.  J.  Waker,  Chairman  of  the  Council, 
the  works  produced  a high  standard  of  effluent  in  a 
comparatively  short  time  and  continued  to  operate  in 
a satisfactory  manner  throughout  the  year. 

General — Maids  Moreton 

The  Council  gave  consideration  to  revision  of  charges 
and  resolved  that  the  annual  maintenance  contribution 
to  the  Buckingham  Borough  Council  for  the  treatment 
of  sewage  from  premises  in  Maids  Moreton  be  revised 
as  from  1st  January,  the  sum  of  £2  6s.  9d.  per  dwelling 
being  substituted  for  the  existing  amount  of  £1  10s.  lOd. 

Stowe 

Proposals  for  the  construction  of  new  disposal  works 
together  with  the  installation  of  sewers  and  pumping 
station  at  Dadford  were  advertised.  The  Parish  Council 
were  informed  of  the  Scheme  and  no  objections  were 
raised. 

The  work  entails  the  provision  of  new  sewage  works 
on  land  in  the  grounds  of  Stowe  School,  with  an  ejector 
station  at  Dadford,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £85,000. 
Stowe  School  Limited  have  agreed  to  make  a contribu- 
tion towards  the  cost  of  the  new  works. 
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Future  Schemes — Steeple  Claydon 

Site  investigations  were  carried  out  by  contractors 
during  the  year  to  ascertain  the  nature  of  subsoil  and 
subsoil  water. 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
authorised  the  Council  to  invite  tenders  for  the  works 
approved  by  the  Ministry’s  letter  of  November  1968, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  these  will  be  returned  early  in  1970 
and  works  commence  in  the  early  summer. 

The  Council  agreed  to  a sum  of  £150  being  expended 
for  carrying  out  investigations  by  a specialist  firm  on 
the  electrical  continuity  of  the  Adstock/Padbury  pump- 
ing main,  and  to  prepare  schemes  for  either  sacrificial 
anode  or  impressed  current  schemes.

4.  Water  Closets 

During  the  year  41  water  closets  were  installed  by  the 
owners  in  existing  premises. 

Approval  was  granted  in  respect  of  applications 
made  under  Section  47,  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  for  the  conversion  of  pail  closets  to  water  closets 
in  respect  of  19  premises. 

5.  Public  Cleansing 

Collection. — Every  Parish  within  the  District  continued 
to  receive  a weekly  kerbside  collection  of  household 
refuse  throughout  the  year  and  a satisfactory  service 
was  maintained. 

As  in  previous  years  special  collections  of  bulky 
items  and  accumulations  of  rubbish  were  collected 
free  of  charge.  Arrangements  continued  whereby 
dustbins  are  collected  from  the  rear  of  dwellings  in 
the  case  of  occupiers  who  are  aged,  infirm  or  disabled.

The  question  of  an  improved  refuse  collection  service 
which  was  deferred  in  1968  was  again  reconsidered  by 
the  Council,  but  in  view  of  the  restriction  on  local 
government  expenditure  it  was  decided  to  defer  the 
matter  for  a further  12  months. 

Authority  was  given  by  the  Council  to  replace  the 
Dennis  Paxit  collection  vehicle  which  was  eight  years 
old.  An  order  was  placed  for  a 35  cu.  yd.  Shelvoke  and 
Drewry  Pakamatic  vehicle  and  this  was  delivered  and 
put  into  operation  in  October.  The  other  Shelvoke  and 
Drewry  vehicle  purchased  by  the  Council  in  1966  con- 
tinued to  give  satisfactory  service. 

Disposal.— As  in  previous  years  all  refuse  collected  was 
disposed  of  by  tipping  in  a disused  clay  pit  at  Calvert, 
on  land  owned  by  the  London  Brick  Co.  Ltd.,  and  let 
to  the  Council  for  a nominal  rental. 

The  Council  were  again  fortunate  in  obtaining  good 
top  soil  for  covering  purposes. 

Every  effort  was  made  to  keep  the  tip  in  a presentable 
condition,  this  proved  most  difficult  at  certain  times 
especially  with  high  winds  causing  paper  and  light 
plastic  materials  to  be  blown  about  as  soon  as  the 
vehicles  discharged  their  loads. 

The  Bristol  Angled  ozer  continued  to  operate  satis- 
factorily although  major  repairs  had  to  be  put  in  hand 
to  renew  the  tracks  and  driving  sprockets  on  this 
vehicle.  The  vehicle  also  caught  fire  whilst  undergoing 
repairs  by  a firm  of  engineers  who  were  using  oxy- 
acetlyene  equipment  to  repair  damaged  supporting 
framework.  Fortunately,  the  fire  damage  was  not  too 
severe  and  the  machine  was  only  out  of  commission 
for  a period  of  three  weeks. 

Fly  infestation  was  kept  to  a minimum  by  regular 
spraying  of  the  tip  face  with  insecticide  and  tip  dressing. 

The  rodent  operator  again  carried  out  his  work  in 
an  efficient  manner  and  apart  from  one  minor  in- 
festation that  was  quickly  cleared,  there  was  no  trouble 
in  this  aspect  of  the  control. 
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General. — Facilities  were  given  to  residents  of  the 
Rural  District  to  dispose  of  large  or  bulky  items  and 
other  rubbish  at  the  Calvert  tip — free  of  charge.

Out  of  the  original  total  of  49  held  under  the  Housing 
(Temporary  Accommodation)  Act  1944,  29  have  now 
been  cleared. 

A further  4 are  vacant  and  awaiting  demolition.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  remaining  20  will  be  vacated  and 
cleared  early  in  1970. 

Housing  Estate  Roads  and  Open  Spaces 

The  Council’s  estate  roads  and  grassed  areas  were 
maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition  during  the 
year.  The  amount  of  work  involved  increased  due  to 
open  planning  especially  in  relation  to  the  areas 
around  old  peoples’  bungalows. 

The  condition  of  the  grass  verges  adjacent  to  estate 
roads  constructed  prior  to  1945  again  were  a cuase 
of  concern  to  the  Department.  It  is  a question  of 
lighting  a losing  battle  in  trying  to  keep  these  verges 
in  a tidy  condition  and  until  such  time  as  the  Council 
are  in  a position  to  carry  out  reconstruction  works 
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to  widen  these  roads,  instal  kerbs  and  construct  proper 
footpaths,  these  conditions  will  continue. 

Provision  of  Garages 

The  Council  agreed  to  provide  35  garages  and  parking 
areas  on  five  Council  estates  in  various  parishes.

Representations  were  made  regarding  unfitness  of 
6 dwellings  at  Maids  Moreton,  declared  to  be  a Clear- 
ance Area  within  the  meaning  of  Section  42  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1957. 

Pursuant  to  Section  44  of  the  Housing  Act  1957, 
the  Council  passed  a resolution  to  make  and  submit 
to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
for  confirmation  a Clearance  Order  ordering  the 
demolition  of  each  of  the  6 premises  in  the  Clearance 
Area. 


Demolition  Orders  were  revoked  in  respect  of  three 
dwellings  at  Preston  Bissett,  Section  24  of  the  Housing 
Act  1957  on  satisfactory  completion  of  works  of  repair 
and  improvement. 
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An  undertaking  given  in  1968  by  the  owner  of  three 
dwellings  at  Tingewick  to  carry  out  repairs  and  improve- 
ment to  the  dwellings  within  a period  of  twelve  months 
was  not  fulfilled.  The  works  could  not  be  undertaken 
whilst  the  cottages  were  occupied,  and  in  spite  of  offers 
to  rehouse  the  tenants,  they  had  refused  to  move. 

Council  resolved  pursuant  to  Section  17  of  the 
Housing  Act  1957  to  make  Demolition  Orders  in 
respect  of  these  dwellings. 

Overcrowding 

No  cases  of  overcrowding  were  reported  during  the 
year. 

Improvement  of  Dwellings 

Discretionary  Grants  under  the  Housing 
{Financial  Provisions)  Act  1958 
A further  six  applications  were  approved  for  discretionary  im- 
provement grants  involving  work  on  eight  dwellings  and  the  total 
amount  of  grant  offered  was  £2,928. 

Improvement  Grants  under  the  Housing  Act  1969 
Two  applications  under  this  new  legislation  were  received  and 
approved.  The  total  amount  offered  was  £2,000. 

Standard  Grants  under  the  House  Purchase  and 
Housing  Act  1959 

During  the  time  this  Act  was  in  force  nine  applications  were 
approved.  The  maximum  total  amounting  to  £2,029. 

Standard  Grants  under  the  Housing  Act  1969 
Nine  applications  under  this  new  legislation  were  approved.  The 
maximum  amount  offered  was  £1,656. 

No  applications  were  received  for  the  improvement  of  dwellings 
to  the  reduced  standard. 

One  provisional  certificate  of  qualification  was  issued. 

New  Legislation 
The  Housing  Act,  1969 

This  Act  came  into  force  on  25th  August  and  sets 
out  a fresh  and  self  contained  code  for  grant-aided 
improvement.  The  Ministry  regard  the  scale  and  type 
of  work  done  to  improve  or  repair  the  existing  state 
of  houses  in  a local  authority’s  area  as  an  integral 
part  of  the  authority’s  housing  programme. 
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Part  1 of  the  Act  deals  with  three  different  types  of 
grant : 

(a)  Improvement  grant  of  up  to  £1,000  (£1,200  for  conver- 
sions) payable  at  the  discretion  of  the  Local  Authority, 
normally  for  works  of  a high  all-round  level  for  the  im- 
provement, conversion  and  repair  of  properties  with  a 
good  life  ahead  of  them. 

(b)  Standard  grant  of  up  to  £200,  in  most  cases,  obtainable 
by  owners  as  of  right,  except  in  general  improvement  areas 
for  the  installation  of  standard  amenities  in  cases  where 
the  dwelling  has  an  estimated  life  of  at  least  15  years,  and 
otherwise  at  the  authority’s  discretion,  subject  to  Minister- 
ial directions:  and 

(c)  Special  grants,  available  at  the  local  authority’s  discretion 

for  the  installation  of  standard  amenities  in  houses  in 
multiple  occupation  at  the  rates  set  out  in  the  1st  Schedule. 

Improvement  grant  is  now  available  to  cover  repairs 
and  replacements  needed  for  the  purpose  of  making 
fully  effective  other  improvements  carried  out  at  the 
same  time.  The  cost  of  these  works  of  repair  and  re- 
placements that  can  be  approved  is  limited  to  a maxi- 
mum of  50%  of  the  whole  amount  approved. 

The  table  of  standard  amenities  has  been  amended 
and  includes  for  the  provision  of  a sink  for  the  first 
time.  A ventilated  food  store  is  no  longer  a standard 
amenity. 

The  higher  standard  grant  has  been  amended  to  a 
maximum  of  £450  and  includes  for  half  the  proper 
cost  of  carrying  out  the  following  works  in  substitution 
for  the  set  amount  for  each  amenity: — 

(a)  The  bringing  of  a piped  cold  water  supply  into  the  dwelling 
for  the  first  time. 

(h)  When  a bath  or  shower  is  provided  in  a bathroom  formed 
by  building  on  a new  structure,  or  converting  outbuildings 
attached  to  the  dwelling. 

(c)  The  installation  of  a septic  tank  or  cesspool  in  connection 
with  the  provision  of  a W.C. 

Rents  of  dwellings  in  good  repair  and  provided  with 
Standard  Amenities  are  covered  by  Part  III  of  the 
Act  which  introduces  a new  system  governing  the  rents 
of  private  rented  dwellings  which  have  been  brought 
up  to  a satisfactory  standard.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 


Milk 

Milk  and  Dairies  {General)  Regulations  1959 

Reports  were  received  from  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Authority  regarding  the  existence  of  brucella  infection 
in  three  dairy  herds. 

It  was  ascertained  that  the  milk  produced  at  two 
farms  was  being  sold  partly  in  its  raw  state  and  partly 
to  a pasteuriser,  and  in  the  other  case  all  milk  was 
being  sold  to  a pasteuriser.  In  the  former  two  cases 
all  milk  produced  at  the  farms  was  diverted  for  pasteur- 
isation and  the  farmers  advised  to  call  in  their  veter- 
inary surgeons  to  carry  out  investigations  and  tests. 

Investigations  and  appropriate  action  was  taken 
with  regard  to  crates  containing  bottles  of  milk  being 
deposited  on  the  highway  verge  awaiting  collection  by 
a retailer. 


Ice  Cream 

No  applications  for  registration  under  Section  16 
were  received  during  the  year.

74  samples  of  ice  cream  have  been  taken  from 
premises  serving  ice  cream  to  the  public.  These  samples 
were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Oxford, 
for  bacteriological  examination  by  the  methylene  blue 
reduction  test  and  were  graded  as  follows: — 
Provisional  Grade  I ...  ...  ...  42

Provisional  Grade  IV  1 

This  test  affords  a simple  means  for  the  grading  of 
the  bacteriological  cleanliness  of  ice  cream. 
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At  premises  where  the  registration  provided  for  the 
manufacture  of  ice  cream  using  complete  cold  mix, 
several  unsatisfactory  reports  were  received  on  samples 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  The  owner 
concerned  was  advised  to  discontinue  manufacturing 
following  the  receipt  of  these  poor  gradings.  No 
difficulties  were  experienced  in  this  direction  and  the 
manufacture  ceased. 

Representatives  of  an  Ice  Cream  Company  were 
interviewed  in  connection  with  unsatisfactory  gradings 
given  to  samples  of  ice  cream  of  their  manufacture 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  The  Com- 
pany arranged  to  take  duplicate  samples  at  the  same 
time  as  the  Department  submitted  samples,  when  it 
was  found  that  there  was  discrepancy  in  the  results 
which  were  analysed  in  different  laboratories. 

Unfit  Food 

The  Hearing  of  a Case  brought  by  the  Council  under 
Section  2 of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955  in  respect 
of  the  sale  of  shredded  beef  suet,  not  of  the  nature, 
substance  and  quality  demanded  by  the  purchaser, 
took  place  in  May. 

The  defendant  summoned  his  wholesale  supplier 
under  warranty  and  the  Court  ruled  that  the  summons 
against  the  retailer  be  dismissed  and  upheld  the  sum- 
mons against  the  wholesale  supplier.  The  firm  was 
fined  £30  together  with  the  retailer’s  and  the  Council’s 
costs,  the  latter  to  include  the  Analyst’s  fee. 

Food  Complaints 

Following  the  receipt  of  a complaint  by  a resident, 
regarding  the  purchase  of  a product  of  starch  reduced 
crispbread,  which  was  alleged  to  be  infested  with 
insects,  a letter  was  sent  to  the  retailers  concerned 
asking  for  an  explanation.  The  suppliers  explained 
to  the  Council  that  the  subject  of  the  complaint  was 
an  isolated  order  and  no  further  orders  had  been 
placed  for  this  product. 
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A strong  warning  was  sent  to  the  retailers  by  the 
Council  informing  them  that  legal  action  would  be 
taken  if  any  further  complaints  were  received. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1960 

Following  reports  made  to  the  Council  on  the  con- 
ditions which  existed  at  premises  (formerly  agricultural 
buildings),  used  for  the  slaughtering  and  processing 
of  chickens,  and  for  which  planning  consent  had  not 
been  granted,  the  Council  instituted  proceedings  under 
the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1960,  against 
the  occupier  of  the  premises. 

The  defendant  was  summonsed  under  the  Regula- 
tions and  as  a result,  he  pleaded  guilty  to  Regulation 
18  Part  IV  for  not  providing  cupboard  or  locker 
accommodation  for  outer  clothing  for  employees. 
Fined  £5. 

Regulation  5 Part  1 1 for  carrying  on  a food  business 
in  insanitary  premises,  the  use  because  of  the  situation, 
construction  and  condition  thereof  exposed  food  to 
the  risk  of  contamination.  Fined  £25.  Costs  of  £21 
and  advocates  fee  were  awarded  to  the  Council  against 
him. 

Meat  and  Slaughterhouses 

During  the  year  a total  of  1,194  animals  was 
slaughtered  for  meat  in  the  two  licensed  private 
slaughterhouses  in  the  district.  Once  again  100% 
inspection  of  the  meat  after  slaughter  was  carried  out. 
There  was  a slight  decrease  in  numbers  of  animals 
killed. 

It  is  with  every  satisfaction  that  I have  to  report 
for  the  ninth  year  in  succession  that  no  cases  of  tuber- 
culosis were  found  in  adult  cattle  slaughtered  during 
the  year. 

There  were  no  cases  of  localised  cycticercosis. 

Out  of  a total  of  381  pigs  slaughtered,  only  one  was 
found  to  be  affected  with  localised  tuberculosis.  The 
percentage  of  carcases  inspected  affected  by  tubercu- 
losis was  0.26  compared  with  1.27  the  previous  year.
